This translation of the great prophecy of Jeremiah is used as collateral text in 
the author’s contribution to the American Commentary on the Old Testament, now 
in process of publication by the Society. For its poetic form as well as for its 
critical worth it seemed important to issue it as an independent publication. It is 
believed that many students of the word will desire to possess it. 




PREFATORY NOTE 


The words of Jeremiah have been edited and his life has been written by Baruch, 
other disciples, and friends of the prophet. In the translation which follows, no dis¬ 
tinction is made between Jeremiah’s own writings and those of his followers, save 
to include in brackets a number of superfluous additions to the text that were made 
by individual readers or scribes in the use of their copies, doubtless as marginal 
notes, or in some instances as unintentional repetitions of the words of the copy. 
Almost none of the additions so designated are to be found in the best MSS of the 
LXX version. Additions to the text later than this version are retained without 
brackets whenever they add in the slightest degree to our knowledge of attendant 
circumstances, and this policy has been observed even in regard to the minute 
details in chaps. 27 to 29, 34, 35. 

Other explanatory signs are as follows : 

A vertical line ( | ) precedes and follows brief expressions not found in LXX 
but to be included in the text. 

Parentheses ( ) are used to include words needed to complete the sense. Words 
in black-faced type have been adopted in addition to (if within parentheses), or 
instead of words of the Massoretic Text on the authority of parallel passages and 
ancient translations on the one hand, and the demands of the context on the other. 
Wherever the present writer has adopted changes in vowels or vowel-letters he has 
not used this symbol, since these do not involve any alteration in the earlier text. 
He has endeavored to exercise great care in the use of the external evidence, and 
has not assumed, e. g. } that a writer in quoting a biblical passage would necessarily 
do so word for word. This caution he has learned from the method of the writer 
of Jer. 48 : 29-38 in using parts of Isa. 15 and 16, and of Jer. 49 : 7-16 in the use 
of parts of Obadiah. 

Single words or brief expressions in italic type have been transferred from their 
traditional place which is indicated by an asterisk (*). 

Longer passages now found in the Hebrew out of their original connection, or 
introduced into the midst of a section of this book from some other source, are 

preceded by a line (-) and followed by a broken line (-). Should two 

or more passages similarly interrupt the connection, they are separated by a single 

line (-) from one another, while a double line (==), or when needed 

a treble line (=^=) is placed at the beginning of the series of insertions, and 
the sign of resumption ( - s ), or ( =), at the close.

22 Fear ye not me? says Jehovah : 

Or will ye not tremble at my presence, 

Who has placed the sand for a bound of the sea, 
By a perpetual decree, which it cannot trans¬ 
gress? 

And so its waves toss themselves, but cannot 
prevail; 

And * they roar, but cannot pass over it. 

23 But to this people belongs a heart refractory and 

defiant; 

They have turned aside and gone. 

24 Neither say they in their heart, 

Let us fear now Jehovah our God, 

Who gives winter-rain [both], the autumn-rain, 
and the spring-rain, in its season ; 

Who reserves for us the appointed weeks of 
harvest.

Thusshalt 
thou say unto the prophet, What has Jehovah 
answered thee? and, Wnat has Jehovah spokeu7 

38 But if ye say. The burden of Jehovah : 

Therefore, thus says Jehovah : Because ye say 
this word. The burden of Jehovah, and I have sent 
uuto you, saying, Ye shall not say, The burden 

39 of Jehovah; Therefore, behold, 1 will iudeed 
lift you up, and I will cast you oil, and the city 
that I gave to you aud to your fathers, away 

40 from my presence; and I will put an everlasting 
reproach upon you, and perpetual confusion, 
which shall not be forgutteu. 
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1 (Tfins) Jehovah showed me, $*- 
and, behold, two baskets of figs - Th0 , 
set before the temple of Jeho- Re^a'inder 
vah ; after that Ncbuchudrczzarking 696 b. c. ’ 
of Babylon had carried into exile 
Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim, king of Judah, 
and the princes of Judah, with the craftsmen 
and foreign troops from Jerusalem, and had 
brought them to Babylon. The one basket had 
very good figs, like the figs that are first ripe; 
and the other basket had very bad figs, which 
could not be eaten, they were so bad. And 
Jehovah said unto me, What seest thou, Jere¬ 
miah? And I said, Figs; the good figs, very 
good; and the bad, very bad, that cannot be 
eaten, they are so bad. And the word of Jeho¬ 
vah came unto me, saying, 

Thus says Jehovah, the God of Israel: Like 
these good figs, so will I regard the captives of 
Judah, whom I have sent out of this place into 
the land of the Chaldeans, for good.

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1 The word that came unto Jere- Part VI. 
miuh concerning all the people T , hc 
of Judah in the fourth year of 
Jehoiakim the son of Josiah, king of 
Judah; [the same was the first year of Nebu¬ 
chadrezzar king of Babylon;] which he spoke 
[Jeremiah the prophet! unto all the people of 
Judah, and unto ull the inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem, saying, From the thirteenth year of Josiah 
the son of Amon, king of Judah, even unto this 
day, a period of three and twenty yeurs, [the 
word of Jehovah has come unto me. and] I have 
spokeu uuto you, rising early and speaking; 


4 [but ye have not hearkened], and I have sent 
unto you all my servants the prophets, rising 
early and sending them ; but ye nave not heark¬ 
ened, nor inclined your ear [to hear] ; 

6 saying. Return ye now every one from his evil 
way, and from the evil of your doings, and 
dwell in the land that Jehovah has given to you 
and to your fathers, from of old and even for 

6 evermore: and go not after other gods to serve 
them and to worship them, that ye mny not vex 
me with the work of your hands, and that I 

7 bring no misfortune to you. But ye have not 
hearkened unto me, [says Jehovah; that ye 
might vex me with the work of your hands to 
your own hurt]. 

8 Therefore, thus says Jehovah of hosts: Be- 

9 cause ye have not heard my words, Behold, I 
will send and take [all] the family from the 
north, says Jehovah, [and unto Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon, my servant], and will bring 
them against this land, and against the inhabit¬ 
ants thereof, and against all the[*e] nations 
roundabout: and I will utterly devote them to 
destruction, and make them a fright, and a hiss-

15 For thus says Jehovah, the God of Israel, unto 
me: 

Take this cup of fermented wine at my

And I took the 
cup from Jehovah’s hand, and made all the 
nations drink it, unto whom Jehovah had sent

o make them a waste, a fright, (and) a hissing, 

19 [and a curse, as it is this day] ; Pharaoh king of 
5gvpt, and his servants, ana nis princes, ana all 

20 his’people: and all the foreign population, and all 
the kingsof [the land of Uz, ana all the kings of 
the land of] the Philistines, [and] Ashkelon, and

21 Edom, and Moab, and the sons of Ammon ; 

22 and [all] the kings of Tyre, and [all] the kings 
of Zidou, and the kings of the coast land winch 

23 is bevond the sea; (and) Dedan, and Teum, 
and Buz. and all that have tne corners of their 

24 hair shorn ; and all [the kings of thel Arabians, 
[and all the kings of the foreign population] that 

25 dwell in the wilderness; and all the kings of 
Ziinri, and all the kings of Elam, and all the 

26 kings of the Medes; and all the kings of the 
north, far and near, one with another; and all 
the kingdoms [of the world], which are upon 
the face of tile earth. 


Aud the king of Sheshach shall drink after them. 

27 And thou shalt say unto them, Thus snys Jeho¬ 
vah of hosts, [the God of Israel] : Drink ye, aud 
be drunken, and spew, and fall, and rise no 
more, because of the sword which 1 will send 

28 among you. And it shall be, if they refuse to 
take the cup at thy hand to drink, then shalt 
thou say unto them, Thus says Jehovah [of 

29 hosts] : Ye shall surely drink. For, lo, I begin 
to bung misfortune at the city which is called 
by my name, and should ye be altogether un¬ 
punished? Ye shall not be unpunished: for I 
will call for a sword upon all the inhabitants of 
the earth, [says Jehovah of hosts].

[the cities of] Judah, which come to worship in 
Jehovah’s house, all the words thut I have com¬ 
manded thee to speak unto them ; keep not back 

8 a word. It may be they will hear, aud turn 
every man from his evil way, and I may repent 
concerning the misfortune, which I purpose 
to do to them because of the evil of theirdoings. 

4 And thou shalt say unto them. Thus says Je¬ 
hovah : If ye will not hearken unto me, to walk 

5 in mv law, which I have set before you, to 
hearken unto the words of my servants the 
prophets, whom I sent unto you, [and] rising 
early and sending them, but ye have not heark- 

6 ened ; then will 1 make this house like Shiloh, 
and will make this city a curse to all the nations 
of the earth. 

7 And the priests and the prophets and all the 
people heard Jeremiah speaking these words in 

8 the nouse of Jehovah. A ml it came to pass when 
Jeremiah had made an end of speaking all that 
Jehovah had commanded him to speak unto all 
the people, that the priests and the prophets 
[and all the people]- laid hold of him, saying, 

9 Thou shalt surely die. Wherefore hast thou 
prophesied in the name of Jehovah, saying, 
Tills house shall be like Shiloh, and this city 
shall be wasted, without inhabitant? And all 
the people gathered together unto Jeremiah in 
the nouse of Jehovah. 

10 And the princes of Judah heard these things, 
and they came up from the king’s house to the 
house of Jehovah ; and they sat in the entry of

the priests and the prophets unto the princes and 
unto all the people, saying. This man is worthy 
of death, for he hits prophesied concerning 
this city, a9 ye have heard wit i your ears. 

12 And said Jeremiah unto [all the princes and 
unto all the people, saying, Jehovah sent me to 
prophesy concerning' this house and con¬

13 heard. And now amend vour ways and your 
doings, and hearken to the voice of Jehovah 
your God ; that Jehovah may repent of the mis-

for me, behold. I am in your hand : do to me as

19 Did Hezekiah [king of Judah] and all Judah put 
him at all to death? did they not fear Jehovah, 
and entreat the favor of Jehovah? and Jehovah 
repented of the misfortune which he had 
spoken concerning them; and we are about to 
work great misfortune upon ourselves. 


20 And there was also a man that prophesied In 
the name of Jehovah, Uriah the son of Shemalah

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of Kiriath-jearira ; and he prophesied [concern¬ 
ing this city and] concerning this land accord- 

21 ing to all the words of Jeremiah : and beard 
Jehoiakim the king, and all his mighty men, 
and all the princes, bis words, and the king 
sought to put nim to death ; but Uriah beard it. 

22 and was afraid, and fled, and went to Egypt: and 
[Jeboiakim] the king sent men to Egypt, Una- 
than, the son of Achbor, and certain men with 

23 him, into Egypt: aud they brought forth Uriah 
out of E£ypt, and caused him to come unto 
[Jehoiakim] the king ; aDd he smote him with 
the sword, and cast his dead bod v unto the graves 

24 of the common people. Only the band of Atai- 
kim the son of Shaphan was with Jeremiah, 
that they should uot give him into the hand of 
the people to put him to death.

eons of Ammon, aud unto the king of Tyre, and

9 in his hand. But as for you, hearken ye not 
unto your prophets, nor unto your diviners, nor 
unto your dreamers, nor unto your soothsayers, 
nor unto your sorcerers, who speak unto you, 
saying.

10 for they prophesy a lie to you, to remove you far 
from your land ; [and that I should drive you

and they shall till it, and dwell therein. 

12 And 1 spoke unto Zedekiah king of Judah ac¬ 
cording to all these words, saying, Bring your 
neekB under the yoke of the king of Babylon, 

13 and serve him and his people, and live. Why 
will ye die, thou and thy people, by the sword, 
by the famine, and by the pestilence, as Jehovah 
has spoken concerning the nation that will 

14 not serve the king of Babylon ? And hearken 
not unto the words of the prophets that speak 
unto you, saying. Ye shall not serve the king of 

15 Babylon : for they prophesy a lie to you. For I 
have Dot sent them, Bays Jehovah, but they 
prophesy falsely In my name, that 1 might drive 
you out, and that ye might perish, ye, and the 
prophets that prophesy to you. 

16 Ajbo I spoke uuto thie priests and uuto all this 


people, saying. Thus says Jehovah: Hearken 
not unto the wordB of your prophets that proph¬ 
esy to you, saying, Behold, the vessels of Jeho¬ 
vah’s house shall now shortly be brought again 
from Babylou : for they prophesy a lie to you. 


17 Hearken not unto them; serve the king or 
Babylon, and live: wherefore should this city 
become a waste? 

18 But if they be prophets, and if the word of Je¬ 
hovah be with them, let them now make inter¬ 
cession to Jehovah of hosts, that the vessels 
which are left in the house of Jehovah, and in 
the house of the king of Judah, and at Jctukii* 

19 lem, go not to Babylon. For thus says Jehovah 
of hosts concerning the columns, and concern¬

Nevertheless hear thou now this w r ord 
that I speak in thine eare, and in the ears of all 

8 the people: The prophets that have been before 
me and before thee of old prophesied concern¬ 
ing’ many countries, and concerning great king¬ 
doms, of war, [and of misfortune, and of pesti- 

9 lence]. The prophet who prophesies of peace, 
when hla word shall come to pass, then shall 
the prophet be known, that Jehovah has truly 

10 sent him. Then Hananiah [the prophet] took 
the bar from off [the prophet] Jeremiah's neck, 

11 and broke it. And Hananiah spoke in the pres¬ 
ence of all the people, saying. Thus says Jeho¬ 
vah: Even so will I break the yoke of [Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar] the king of Babylon within two full 
yeans from off the neck of all the nations. And 
Jeremiah [the prophet] went his way. 


12 Then the word of Jehovah came unto Jere¬ 
miah, after that Hananiah [the prophet] had

2 from Jerusalem to Babylon : after the going 
forth of Jeconiah the king, and the queen- 
mother, and the eunuchs, (and) the priuces of 
Judah and Jerusalem, and the craftsmen, and 

3 the foreign troops, from Jerusalem ; by the hand 
of Elasah the son of Shuphan, and Gemariah 
the son of Hilkiah, whom Zedekiah king of Ju¬ 
dah sent to Babylon unto [Nebuchadnezzar] the 
king of Babylon, saying, 

4 Thus says Jehovah [of hosts], the God of Is¬ 
rael, to all the exiles, whom I have caused to be 
taken into exile from Jerusalem [to Babylon] : 

5 Build ye houses, and dwell (in them); 

And plant gardens, aud eat the fruit of them : 

6 Take ye wives. 

And beget sons and daughters:

9 For they prophesy falsely to you in mv name: 

I have uot sent them, [says Jehovah]. 

10 For thus says Jehovah,

11 For I know the thoughts 

That I think toward you, [says Jehovah], 
Thoughts of peace, and uot respecting mis¬ 
fortune.

13 And ye shall seek me, and find me,

16 For thus says Jehovah concerning the king 
that sits upon the throne of David, aud con¬ 
cerning? all the people that dwell in this city, 
your brethren that have not gone forth with you 

17 mto exile, thus says Jehovah of hosts: Behold, 
I will send among them the sword, the famine 
and the pestilence, aud will make them like vile 

18 figs, that can uot be eaten, they are so bad. And I 
will pursue after them with the sword, with the 
famine, and with the pestilence, and will make 
them a consternation to ull the kingdoms of the 
earth, to be au execration, and a fright, and a 
hissing, and a reproach, among all the nations

not hearkened unto my words, says Jehovah,

23 king of Babylon roasted with fire : because they 
wrought folly iu Israel, and committed adultery 
with the wives of their fellows, aud spoke words 
in my name [falsely], which I communded them 
not; and I myself know, aud am wituess, says 
Jehovah. 


24 And unto Shemaiah the Nehelamite thou shalt 

25 speak, saying, Thus says Jehovah of hosts, the 
God of Israel, saying, Because thou didst send 
letters in thine own name unto all the people 
there are at Jerusalem, and unto Zephaniah the 
son of Maaseiah the priest, and unto all the 

26 priests, saying, Jehovan has made thee priest in 
the stead of Jehoiada the priest, to be an officer 
in the house of Jehovah for every man that is 
mad, and makes himself a prophet, that thou 
shouldest put him in the stocks and in the collar.

? ;o free ; that nofneof them] Jew should beheld 
n subjection I by his brother | : und all the 
princes and all the people hearkened, who had 
entered into the covenant, that every one should 
let his manservant, and every one Ills maid¬ 
servant, go free, that they should not be held in 
subjection any more; they hearkened, and let 
11 them go ; but afterward they turned and caused 
the manservants and the maidservants, whom 
they hud let po free, to return, and brought 
them into subjection for servants and forhund- 
12 maids: therefore the word of Jehovah came 
unto Jeremiah [from Jehovah], saying, 

13 Tlius says Jehovah, the God of Israel: I made 
a covenant with your fathers in the day that I 
brought them forth out of the land of Egypt, 
14 out of the house of bondmen, saying, At the 
end of seven years ve shall let go every man his 
brother that Is a Hebrew, who hnssold himself 
to thee, and has served thee six years, thou slmlt 
let him go free from thee: but your fathers 
hearkened not unto me, neither inclined their 
15 ear.

Then I took 
Juuznniuh the son of Jeremiah, the son of Ha- 
buxziniuh, and his brethren, and [all] his sons. 

4 and the whole house of the ltechabites; und I 
brought them into the house of Jehovah, unto 
the chamber of the sons of Hunan the son of 
Igdallah, the man of God, which was by the 
chamber of the princes, which was above the 
chamber of Muoselah the son of Shallum, the 

5 keeper of the threshold: and I set befoie 
(them) [the sons of the house of the IU-clm- 
biteB] lugs full of wine, and cups, and i said 

6 unto them, Drink ye wine. But tiny said. We

16 your ear, nor hearkened unto me. For the sons 
of Jehonadub the son of Iteehab have per formed

17 hearkened unto me: therefore, thus says Jeho- 
vuh, the God of hosts, the God of Israel: Be¬ 
hold, I will bring npon Judah and upon all the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem all the misfortune that 
I have pronounced upon them : because I have 
spoken unto them, but they have not heard, 
and I have called to them, but they huve not 
answered. 

18 And to the house of the Rechabites Jeremiah 
said:

OU 0f J ° sial1 ' kil V g ° T f J 11(1 ! ll h JchoWUm, 
that this word came unto Jeremiah M4i 60 3 , b. c. 

2 from Jehovah, saying. Take thee a 

roll of a book, and write upon it all the words 
that I have spoken unto thee concerning Jeru¬ 
salem, and concerning Judah, and concern¬ 
ing all the nations, from the day 1 spoke unto 
thee, from the days of Josinh (king 1 of Ju- 

3 dah), even unto this day. It may be that the 
house of Judah will hear all the misfortune 
which I purpose to do to them; that they may 
return every man from his evil wav, aud thut I 
may forgive their iniauity and their sin. 

4 Aud Jeremiah called Baruch the son of Neriah, 
and Baruch wrote from the mouth of Jeremiah 
all the words of Jehovah., which he had spoken 

5 unto him, upon a roll of a book. And Jeremiah 
commanded Baruch, saying, I am restrained, I 

6 cannot go into the house of Jehovah: but go 
thou, and read in the roll, which thou hast writ¬ 
ten from my mouth, the words of Jehovah in the 
ears of the people iu Jehovah’s house upon a 
fast day ; and also thou shalt read them in the 
ears of all Judah that come out of their cities. 

7 It may be that their supplication will fall before 
Jehovah, aud that they will return every one 
from his evil way : for great Is the anger arid the 
fury that Jehovah has pronounced upon this 

8 people. And Baruch ftlie son of Neriah] did 
according to all that Jeremiah [the prophet] 
commanded him, reading in the book the words 
of Jehovah in Jehovah’s house. 

9 And it came to pass in the fifth year of Jehoia- 
kim the soil of Josiah, king of Judah, in the 
ninth month, that all the people iu Jerusalem, 
and all the people that came from the cities of 
Judah, proclaimed a fast before Jehovah [in 

10 Jerusalem]. Then read Baruch iu the book the 
words of Jeremiah in the house of Jehovah, iu 
the chamber of Gemariah the son of Shnpluui, 
the secretary, in the upper court, attheeniranee 
of the new gate of Jehovah’s house, iu tlie ears 

11 of all the people. And heard Mieaiah the son 
of Gemariuh, the son of Shuplmn, all the words 

12 of Jehovah out of the book, and he went down 
to the king’s house, unto the secretary's cham¬ 
ber; and, lo, all the princes sat there, Elishama 
the secretary, and Delaiah the son of Shemaiah, 
and Eluathau the 6on of Aehbor, and Gemariah 
the son of Shaphan, and Zedekiah the son of 

13 Hananiah, and all the princes. Then Mieaiah 
declared to them all the words that he had heard, 
when Baruch read the book in the ears of the 

11 people. Thereupon all the princes sent Jehudi 
the son of Nethaniah, the son of Shclcmiuh, the 
son of Cushi, unto Baruch, saying, Take in thy 
hand the roll wherein thou hast read in the ears 
of the people, and come down. So Baruch 
the son of Neriah took the roll in his hand, 

15 and went unto them. And they said unto him, 
sit down now, and read it in our cars. So Baruch 

16 read it in their ears. And it came to pass, when 
they had heard all the words, they looked upon 
one another in terror, and said [unto Baruch], 
We must surely tell the king of all these words. 

17 And they asked Baruch, saying, Tell us now, 
how didst thou write all these words [at his 

18 mouth] ? Then Baruch answered them, Jere¬ 
miah pronounced all these words unto me with 
his mouth, and I wrote them upon the book with 


19 my hand. Then said the princes unto Baruch, 
Go, hide thee, thou and Jeremiah, and let no 
man know where ye are. 

20 And they went in unto the king to his cham¬ 
ber, 1 but they had laid up the roll in the cham¬ 
ber of Elishama the secretary, and they told all 

21 the(se) words in the ears of the king. And the 
king sent Jehudi to bring the roll: and he took 
it out of the chamber of Elishama the secretary. 
Aud Jehudi read it in the ears of the king, and 
in the ears of all the princes who stood beside 

22 the king. Now the king sat in the winter house 
[in the ninth month] : and the lire of the brazier 

23 was burning before him. And it came to puss, 
when Jehudi had read three or four columns, 
that (the king) cut it with the penknife, and 
cast it into the fire that was upon the brazier,

and I will bring upon them, aud upon the in¬ 
habitants of Jerusalem, and upon the men of 
Judah, all the misfortune that I have spoken 
concerning them, and they hearkened not. 

32 And Jeremiah took another roll, and gave it 
unto Baruch the scribe, the son of Neriah, and 
he wrote upon it from the mouth of Jeremiah 
all the words of the book which Jehoiakim king 
of Judah had burned in the fire: and there were 
added besides to them many like words.

3 And the king Zedekiah sent Jehucal the son of 
Shelemiah, and Zcphaniah the son of Maasciuh 
the priest, unto Jeremiah [the prophet], saying, 

Now 
Jeremiah came In and went out among the 
people, for they had not put him into prison. 

5 Ana Pharaoh’s army haa come forth out of 
Egypt, and the Chaldeans that besieged Jeru¬ 
salem had heard tidings of them and had relin- 

6 quished the Blcge of Jerusalem. Then came the

9 lire. Thus BuyH Jehovah : Deceive not your¬ 
selves, Buying, The Chaideana ahull surely de- 

30 purt from us : for they ahull not depart. For if 
nud been amltten 1 the whole army of the Clutl- 
deuns thut light against you, and there remained 
but wounded men among them each lu his tent, 
then would (these) arise and burn this city 
with fire. 

11 And it came to pass that when the army of the 
Chaldeans had relinquished the siege of Jeru- 

12 salem for fear of Pharaoh’s army, then Jeremiah 
went forth from Jerusalem to go into the land 
of Benjamin, to receive ilia portion there, in the 

13 midst of the people. And when he w p ua in the 
gate of Benjamin, a sentinel was there, whoae 
name was Irljah, the sotioi Shclemiah, the Non 
of Ilnnuuluh ; and he laid hold on Jeremiah [the 

14 prophet], Buying, Thou fullest away unto the 
Chukleuiis. Then said Jeremiah, It la false; I 
full not away unto the Chuldeuna. fiutJrijah 
hearkened not unto [him and laid hold on] 
Jeremiah, but had him go unto the princes. 

15 And the princes were wroth with Jeremiah, und 
smote him, und sent him [to the house of bonds], 
to the house of Jouuthan the scribe; for they 

16 hud made that the prison. And mo Jeremiah 
came unto the well-nouse, and unto the vaults, 
aud [Jeremiah] rernulned there many days. 

17 Aud [the king] Zcdcklah sent, and brought 
him, and the king asked him secrcily [in nis 
house], and said, Is there any word from Jeho¬ 
vah?

And Jeremiah said unto the 
king [Zedeklah], Wherein have I sinned respect¬ 
ing thee, or respecting thy servants, or respecting 
this people, that ye have put me in prison? 

19 Where now are your prophets who prophesied 
to you saying, The king of Babylon shall not 

20 come unto you, nor onto this lund ? And now 
hear, I pray thee, O iny lord the king; let my 
supplication, I pray thee, fall before thee; that 
thou cause me not to return to the house of 

21 Jonathan the scribe, lest I die there. And the 
king [Zedckiahl commanded, and they com¬ 
mitted Jeremiah into the court of the guard, 
and they gave him dally a loaf of bread out of 
the bakers’ street, until nil the bread In the city 
was gone. Aud JereiniQh remaiued iu the court 
of the guard. 

1 And Shephntlah the son of 
Mattan, and Gcdulluh the son 
of Pushhur, and Jucal the son 
of Hhelemluh, and Pushhur the son 
of Mulchiuh, heard the words thut 

2 Jeremiah spoke unto all the people, saying, Thus 
says Jehovah, He thut abides In this city shall 
die by the sword, by the famine, and by the 
pestilence; but he that goes forth to the Chal¬ 
deans shall live, und Ills life shall be to him for 

3 a prey, [and he shall live].* Thus suj’h Jehovah, 
This city shall surely be given Into the hand of 
the urmy of the king of Babylon, and he shall 

4 take it. Then the princes said unto the king, 
Let this man, we pray thee, be put to death;

And In the cistern 
there was no water, but mire: und he [Jeremiah] 
sank in the mire. 

7 Now Ebed-melech the Ethiopian, a eunuch, 
who was in the king’s house, heard thut they 
hud put Jereinluli into the cistern ; and since the 
king was then sitting iu the gate of Benjamin,

And [Ebcd-melecli the Ethiopian] 
said [unto Jeremluh], Put now the old rags from 
draggled and tattered garments under thine 
armpits, under the cords. And Jeremiah did so. 

13 Then they drew him with the cords, and took 
him up out of the cistern. 

And Jeremiah remained In the court of the 

14 guard. And the king [Zcdekiah] scut, and took 
(him) [Jeremiah the prophet] uuto him unto 
the entrance of the body guurdM that is in the 
house of Jehovah : and the king said unto him, 
1 will ask thee a thing ; hide nothing from me. 

15 Then Jeremiah said unto Zedeklah, If I declare 
It to thee, wilt thou not surely put me to death? 
and if 1 give thee counsel, thou wilt not hearken 

16 unto me. Then the king [Zedeklah] swore 
[secretly] unto Jeremiah, saying, As Jehovah 
lives, who has procured for us this life, I will 
not put thee to death, neither will I give thee 
into the hand of these men [that seek thy life]. 

17 Then said Jeremluh unto Zedeklah, Tims says 
Jehovah, [the God of hosts, the God of Israel] : 
If thou wilt indeed go forth unto the king of 
Babylon’s princes, then thy soul shall live, and 
this city shall not be burned with lire ; and thou 

18 shalt live, and thy house: but If thou wilt not 
go forth to the king of Babylon’s princes, then 
shall this city be given into the nund of the 
Chaldeans, and they shall burn it with lire, and

afraid of the Jews that have fallen away to the

3 that all the princes of the king of Babylon 
came in and sat in the interior gate, even [Ner- 
gal-sharezer, Shamgnr.] Nebustiazban, the 
chief chamberlain, Ncrgal-sharezer, the chief 
magician, and Tall] the rest of the princes of 
the king of Babylon ; 


4 And it came to pass that when Zedekiah, the 
king of Judah, ana all the men of war saw them, 
then they fled, and went forth out of the city by 
uight, by the way of the king’s garden, by the 
gate between the two walls ; ana they went 1 

5 the way of the Arabah. And the army of the 
Chaldeans pursued after them, and overtook 
Zedekiah in the steppes of Jericho; and they 
took him, and brought him up unto Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar king of Babylon to Riblah in the land of 
Hamath, and he executed judgment against 

6 him. And the king of Babylon slew the sons of 
Zedekiah in Riblah before his eyes; also the 
king of Babylon slew all the nobles of Judah. 

7 And he put out Zedekiah’s eyes, and bound him 

8 with fetters, to carry him to’Babylon. And the 
Chaldeans burned the king’s house, and the 
houses of the people, with fire, and broke down 

9 the walls of Jerusalem. And the residue of the 
people that remained in l he citj, the deserters 
also, that fell away unto him, and the residue of 
the master-workmen [that remained], Neb- 
uzarudan the chief of the guards carried into 

10 exile to Babylon. But some of the poor people, 
who had nothing, Nebuzarndan the chief of the 
guards left in the land of Judah, and gave them 
vineyards and fields. 


11 At that time Nebuchadrezzar king of Bahylon 
commanded concerning Jeremiah through Nelm- 

12 zaradan the chief of the guards, saying, Take 
him, and look well to him, and do him no harm ; 
but do with him eveu as he shall speak unto 

13 thee. So Nebuzaradan the chief of the guards 
sent, and Nebushazban, the chief chamberlain, 
and Nergal-sharezer, the chief magician, and all 
the chief officers of the king of Babylon, 


14 and they sent, and took Jeremiah out of the 
court of the guard, and committed him unto 
Gedaliah the son of Ahikam. the son of Shu- 

E han, that he should carry him unto his (own) 
ouse ; and he dwelt among the people. 

15 And unto Jeremiah came the word u. 

of Jehovah, while he was6hut up in Kbed-meicch, 
the court of the guard, saying, 688 *■ c- 


16 Go, and apeak to Ebed-melech the Ethiopian, 
saying, Thus Buys Jehovah of hosts, the God of 
Israel; Behold, I will bring my words upon 
this city for misfortune and not for good ; and 

17 they shall be before thee in that day. But I will 
deliver thee in that day, says Jehovah : and thou 
shalt not be given into the hand of the men of 

18 whom thou art afraid. For 1 will surely save 
thee, and thou shalt not fall by the sword, but 
thy life shall be for a prey to thee ; because thou 
hast put thy trust iu me, says Jehovah.

A 1 The word that came unto 
lLII Jeremiah from Jehovah, after 
that Nebuzaradun the chief of 
the guards had let him go from 
Ramah, when he had taken him 
being bound in chains among all 
the exiles of Jerusalem and Juduh, 
who were carried into exile to Baby- 

2 Ion. And the chief of the guaras 

took Jeremiah, and said unto him, Jehovah thy 
God * pronounced this misfortune upon this 

3 place; and Jehovah has [brought it, and] done 
according as he spoke ; because ye have sinned 
against Jehovah, and have not hearkened to 
his voice, therefore this thing has come upon 

4 you. [And now] behold, 1 loose thee this 
day from the chains which are upon thy 
hand. If it seem good to thee to come with 
me to Babylon, [cornel, then I will look well to 
thee ; but if it seem ill [to thee to come with me 
to Babylon], forbear: [behold, all the land is 
before thee : whither it seems good and right to 

5 thee to go, thither go. And when he did not yet 
go back] and go buck to Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam, the son of Shaphan, whom the king of 
Babylon has given charge in the cities of Judah, 
and dwell with him among the people: or go 
whithersoever it seems right to thee to go. 
(And he said to liim, 1 will po back). 
And the chief of the guards gave him a portion 

6 of food and a present and let him go. Then 
went Jeremiah unioGedaliuh (the son of Ahikam] 
to Mizpah, and dwelt with him among the people 
that were left in the land. 


7 And all the captains of the forces that were 
in the field, even thev and their men, heard that 
the king of Bubylon hud given Gedaliah the son 
of Ahikam charge in the land, and had entrusted 
to him men, and women, and children, and of 
the poor of the land, of sueh as were not carried 

8 into exile to Babylon ; and they came unto Ged¬ 
aliah to Mizpah, even Ishmael the son of Netha- 
niah, and Johanan and Jonathan the sons of 
Kareah, and Seraiah the son of Tanhurneth, and 
thesonsof Ephni the Netopliothite, and Jezaniah 
the son of the Mnncathite, they and their men. 

9 And Gedaliah [the son of Ahikam, the son of 
Shaphan], swore to them and to their men, say¬ 
ing, Fear not the servants of the Chaldeans: 
dwell in the land, and serve the king of Baby- 

10 Ion, that it may be well with you. As for me, 
behold, I will sit (before you) at Mizpah, to 
stand before the Chaldeans that may come unto 
ns: but ye. gather ye wine, and summer fruits, 
and oil, and put them in vour vessels, and dwell 
iu your cities tlmt ye shall have taken. 

11 And also all the Jews that were in Moab, and 
among the sons of Ammon, and in ICdotn. and 
that were in all the countries, heard that the king 
of Babylon had left a remnant of Judah, and 
that he had set over them Gedaliah the son of 

12 Ahikam [the son of Shaphan]; and all the Jews 
returned out of all places whither they were 
driven, and came to the land of Judah, unto 
Gedaliah, to Mizpah, and gathered wine and 
summer fruits In great abundance. 

13 Now Johanan the son of Kareah, and all the 
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captains of the forces that were In the field. 

14 came unto Gedullnh to Mlzpuh, and said unto 
him, Dost thou indeed know that Baalis the king 
of the sons of Ammon hns sent Ishmael [the soil 
of Nelhaniah] to take thy life? But Gedaliah 

15 [the son of Ahibaml believed them not. And 
Johanan [the son of Kareuh] spoke unto Geda¬ 
liah In Mlzpuh secretly, saying, Let inego, I pray 
thee, and smite Ishnmel [the son of Nethaniah], 
unbeknown to any one: wherefore should he 
take thy life, and (why) should be scattered all 
the Jews that arc gathered unto thee, and the 

36 remnant of Juduh perish? But Geduliah [the 
son of Ahikam] said unto Johanan [the son of 
Kurenh], Do not this thing; for thou speukest 
falsely of Ishmael. 


4 1 Now it came to pass in the 

tL I seventh month, thut Ishmucl l»i»mncl and 
the sou of Ncthaniuh, the son 
of Elishuma, of the seed royal, [and 
the chief officers of the king], and ten men with 
him, came unto Geduliah tlie son of Ahikam to 
Mizpuh, and there they did eat bread together 

2 [in Mizpuh], Then arose Ishmael the son of Neth- 
uninh, and the ten men thut were with him, and 
smote Gedaliah [the son of Ahikam, the son of 
Shaphan, with the sword, and slew him], whom 
the king of Babylon had given charge In the 

3 land, and all the Jews that were with him [with 
Gedaliah] at Mizpah, and the Chaldeans that 
were found there [the men of war, Ishmael slew]. 

4 And it came to pass the second day after he 

5 had slain Gedaliah, unbeknown to any one, that 
there came certain from Sheehem, from Shiloh, 
and from Samaria, even eighty men, having their 
beards shaven and their clothes rent, ana linv- 
ing cut themselves, with oblation and frank¬ 
incense in their hand, to bring them to the house 

6 of Jehovah. And Ishmucl [the son NethaniaHi] 
went forth [from Mizpah] to meet them, while 
(they) wept continually as they went: and it 
came to pass, as he met them, he said unto them. 

7 Come unto Gedaliah, [the son of Ahikam]. And 
it was so. when they came unto the midst of the 
city, that Ishmael the son of Nethaniah slew 
them, by [the midst ofl the cistern, he, and the 

8 incn that were with him. But ten men were 
found among them who said unto Ishmael, Slay 
us not: for we have hidden stores in the field, of 
wheat, and of barley, and of oil, and of honey. 
So he forbore, and slew them not among their 

9 brethren. Now the cistern wherein Ishmael cost 
all the dead bodies of the men whom he had 
slain, a great cistern, which Asa the king 
hod made for fear of Baasha king of Israel, Ish¬ 
mael [the son of Nethaniah] filled it with slain 

10 men. Then Ishmael carried away captive [all 
the residue of the people that were in Mizpuh] 
the king’s daughters, and all the people that re¬ 
mained in Miznuh, whom Nebuzaradan the chief 
of the guards had entrusted to Gedaliah the son 
of Ahikam : [and Ishmael the son of Nethaniuh 
carried them away captive], and departed to go 
over unto the sons of Ammon. 

11 And Johanan the son of Koreah. and all the 
captains of the forces thut were with him, heard 
of all the misfortune that Ishmael [the son of 

12 Nethaniah] had caused, and they took [all] the 
(lr) men, and went to fight with (him) [Ish¬ 
mael the son of Nethaniah), and found him by 

13 the great pool that Is in Gibeon. And it came to 
pass that when all the people that were with 
Ishmael saw Johanan [tne son of Kareuh], and 
all the captains of the forces that were with him, 

14 then they were glad. [So all the people that 
Ishmael had carried awny captive from Mizpah 
turned about], and they returned, [and went], 

15 unto Johanan [the son of Kareah]. But Ishmael 
[the son of Nethaniah]escaped from Johanan with 
eight men, and went unto the sons of Ammon. 

16 Then took Johanan [the son of Kareah], and 


all the captains of the forces that were with him, 
all the remnantof the people whom iHhtnuel [the 
son of Nethuniahl had carried away cap¬ 
tive [from Mlzpuh, after that he had slahi Geaa- 
liuh the son of Ahikam], men [men of war], and 
women, and children, and eunuchs, whom he 
17 had brought again from Gibeon ; and they de> 

P arted, and came to a halt In Glderoth Chim¬ 
am, which Is by Beth-lehem, to make a journey 
18 to come in to Egypt, because of the Chaldeans: for 
they were afraid of them, because Ishtnael [the 
son of Nethaniah] had slain Gedaliah [the son 
of Ahikam], whom the king of Babylon gave 
charge lu the land.

from the least even unto the greatest, came near, 
2 and said unto Jeremiah the prophet. Let our sup- 

J illcatlon fall before thee, we pray thee, unrl pray 
or us unto Jehovah thy God, even for [all] this 
remnant; for we are left but a few of many, us 
3 thine eyes do see [us] : that Jehovah thy God 
may show us the way wherein we should wulk, 
4 and the thing that weshould do. Then Jereinluh 
[the prophet] said unto them. I have hoard 
(you): behold, I will pray unto Jehovah your 
God according to your words ; and it shall come 
to pass that the whole answer which Jehovah 
ahull make you, I will declare to vou; 1 will 
6 keep nothing buck from you. And they on their 

J >art said unto Jeremiah, Jehovah be a true and 
aithful witness against us, if we do not even ac¬ 
cording to all the message wherewith Jehovah 
6 thy God Bhall send thee unto us. Whether it be 
good, or whether it be bud, we will hearken to 
the voice of Jehovah our God, unto whom we 
send thee ; that It may be well with us, because 
we hearken to the voice of Jehovah our God. 

7 And it came to pass after ten days, that the 
8 word of Jehovah came unto Jeremiuh. And he 
called unto Johanan [the son of Kareuh], and 
unto all the captains of the forces that were 
with him, and unto all the people from the least 
9 even to the greatest, and said unto them, 

Thus says Jehovah, [the God of Israel], unto 
whom ye sent me to lay yoursuppllcation before 
10 him : If ye will abide quietly in this land, then 
will I build you, and not overthrow you, and I 
will plant you, and not pluck you up: for I am 
sorry for the misfortune that I have brought to 
11 you. Be not afruid of the king of Babylon, of 
whom ye are afraid, he not afraid of him, says 
Jehovan : for I am with you to save you, and to 
12 deliver you from his hand. And I will grant 
you compassion, and he will have compassion 
upon you, and cause you to dwell upon your 
13 own land. But If ye say, We will not dwell In 
this land, so that ye heurken not to the voice of 
14 Jehovah your Goa, saying. No; but we will go 
into the land of Egypt, where we shall see no 
war, nor hear the sound of the trumpet, nor have 
15 hunger of bread ; and there will we dwell: [and 
now] therefore hear ye the word of Jehovuh O 
remnant of Judah : thus says Jehovah [of hosts, 
the God of Israel], If ye wholly set your faces to 
16 enter into Egypt, ana go to sojourn there : then 
It shall come to pass, that the sword, which ye 
fear, shall overtake you there In the land of 
Egypt, and the famine, whereof ye are afraid 
shall (pursue) after (and) cleave (to) you there

come to puss that all the men that set their fuees 
to go Into Egypt to sojourn there shall die by the 
sword, by the /amine, and by the pestilence; and 
none of them shall remain or escape from the 
18 misfortune that I will bring upon them. For 
thuB says Jehovah [of hosts, the God of Israel]: 
As mine anger ana my fury were poured forth 
upon the Inhabitants of Jerusalem, so shall my 
fury be poured forth upon you, when ye shall 
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enter into Egypt: and ye shall become an exe¬ 
cration, and a fright, and a curse, aud a re¬ 
proach ; and ye shall see this place no more. 

19 (This*) is the word of Jehovah unto you, O rem¬ 
nant of Judah, Go ye not into Egypt: (mid now) 
ye must know certainly, for I testify against 

20 you this day, that ye would have injured 
your own selves, if ye had sent me unto Jehovah 
your God, saying. Pray for us unto Jehovah our 
God ; and according to all that Jehovah [our 
GodJ shall say, so declare to us, and we will do 

21 (it) ;* and then, [and] I declare to you this day, 
had not hearkened to the voice of Jehovah your 
God even in nil wherewith he sent me unto you. 

22 Now therefore must ye know certainly that ye 
shall die by the sword, by the famine, and by 
the pestilence, in the place whither ye desire to 
go to sojourn there. 


A ^ 1 And it came to pass that when Jeremiah 
hod made au end of speaking unto [all] 
the people all the words of Jehovah [tlieir 
God], wherewith Jehovah [their God] had sent 

2 him unto them, even all these words, then said 
Azariah the son of Hoshaiah, and Johanan the 
son of Kareah, and all the [proud] rebellious 
men, unto Jeremiah, Thou speakest falsely : Je¬ 
hovah our God has not sent thee to say, Ye 

3 shall not go iuto Egypt to sojourn there: but 
Baruch the son of Neriah sets thee on against 
us, so as to deliver us into the hand of the

9 Takegreatstonesinthy hand and 
bury them secretly in the pave¬ 
ment which is at the entrance of Pharaoh’s 
house in Tahpanhes, in the sight of the men of 

10 Judah, and say unto them, Thus says Jehovah 
[of hosts, the God of Israel] : Behold, I will 
send and take Nebuchadrezzer the king of Bab¬ 
ylon, [iny servant], and he shull set his throne 
above these stones which thou hast hidden ; 
and he shall stretch his glittering pavilion over 

31 them. And he shall come, and shall smite the 
land of Egypt; (delivering) such as are (in¬ 
tended) fordenth to death, and such as are for 
captivity to captivity, and such as are for the 

12 sword to the sword. And he shall kindle a Hre 
in the houses of the gods of Egypt, and he shall 
burn them, and he shall carry them away cap¬ 
tive^ and he shall array himself with the land 
of Egypt, as a shepherd puts on his garment;

1 The word that came unto 
Jeremiah concerning nil 
the Jews that dwelt in the 
land of Egypt, who dwelt at 
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Migdol, and at Tahpanhes, and at Noph, aud in 
the country of Pathros, saying, 

2 Thus says Jehovah [of hosts], the God of Is¬ 
rael : Ye have seen all tne misfortune that I have 
brought upon Jerusalem, and upon [all] the 
cities of Judah ; and, behold, they are [this duyl 

3 a waste, no one dwelling therein ; because ot 
their wickedness which they have done, to pro¬ 
voke me to anger, iu that they went to burn sacri¬ 
fice to [serve] other gods, whom they knew not, 

4 neither they, [nor yelnor llieir fathers. And 
I sent unto them [alfl my servants the prophets, 
rising early und sending (them), saying. Oh, do 

5 not this abominable thing that I hate. But they 
hearkened not, nor inclined their ear, to turn 
from their wickedness, to burn no sacrifice to 

6 other gods. And so my fury und mine anger 
were poured forth, and kindled in the cities of 
Judah and in the streets of Jerusalem ; and they 
beeumc a waste (uiul) u desolation, as it is this 

7 day. And now thus says Jehovah [the God] of 
hosts, [the God of Israel] : Wherefore do ye great 
injury unto yourselves, to cut off from you man 
and woman, infant and suckling, out of the 

8 midst of Juduh, to leave to you no remnant; in 
that ye provoke me to anger with the works of 
your hands, burning saeriliee to other gods in the 
land of Egypt, whither ye have come to sojourn ; 
that ye mav be eutoff, and that ye may become 
a curse and a reproach among all the nations of 

9 the earth? Have ye forgotten the wicked acts 
of your fathers, and the wicked acts of the kings 
of Judah, and the wicked acts of their prince** 
[aud your own wicked acts and the wicked acts 
of your wives] which they committed in the 
land of Judah, and in the streets of Jerusalem? 

30 They are not humbled even unto this day, 
neither have they feared, nor walked in my law, 
nor in my statutes, that I set [before you and]

vah | of hosts, the God of Israel: | Behold, I will 
set my face | against you for misfortune, even | to 

12 cutoff all | Judah. And I will take | the rem¬ 
nant of Judah | that have set their faces to go 
into the land of Egypt to sojourn there, and 
they shall all be consumed ; | in | the land of | 
Egypt, (and) they shall fall by the sword (and) 
by the famine; (and) they shall be consumed, 
from the least even unto the greatest, | by the 
sword and by the famine they shall die: | and 
they shall become an execration, (and ) a fright, 

13 and a curse, and a reproach. For I will punish 
them that dwell in the land of Egypt, as T have 
punished Jerusalem, by the sword, by the famine, 

14 and by the pestilence: and none of the remnant 
of Judah, that have come to sojourn there [in 
the land of Egypt], shall escape or remain [and] 
to return into’the land of Judah, whither they 
long to return [to dwell] : for none shall return 
save (a few) fugitives. 

15 Then gave answer to Jeremiah all the men 
who knew that their wives burned sacrifice to 
other gods, and all the women that stood by, 
with a loud voice [even all the people that 
dwelt in the land of Egypt, (and) in Pathros], 

16 saying, As for the word* that thou hast spoken 
unto us in the name of Jehovah, we will not 

17 hearken unto thee. But we will certainly do the 
whole tiling that hasgone forth out of our mouth, 
to burn suerifiee to the queen of heaven, pouring 
out drink offerings to her, as we did, we and mir 
fathers, our kings and our princes, in the cities 
of Judah, and in the streets of Jerusalem : and 
had plenty of bread and were well, aud saw no 

18 misfortune. But since we ceased to burn sacrifice 
to the queen of heaven, pouring out drink offer¬ 
ings to her. we have lacked everything, and have 
been consumed by the sword and by the famine. 

19 And (the women Maid) 1 When we hurtled 
sacrifice to the queen of heaven, pouring out 
drink offerings to her, did we apart from our 
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husbands make for her cakes to portray her, and 
pour out drink offerings to tier? 

20 Then said Jeremiah unto all the people, unto 
the men, and unto the women, [and unto ul) 
the people], that had given him answer, saying, 

21 The sacrificial smoke that ye made In the cities 
of Judah, and In the streets of Jerusalem, ye and 
your fathers, your kings and your princes, and 
the people of 'the Jund, did not Jehovah reinem- 

22 her It, and came It (not) to his mind? and 
Jehovah could no longer bear (it), because of 
the evil of your doings, (and) because of the 
abominations which ye have committed ; there¬ 
fore your lund has become a waste, and a fright, 
and a curse [without inhabitant], as it is this 

23 day ; because ye have burned sacrifice (to other 
gods), und because ye have sinned against Jeho- 
vuh, and have not hearkened to the voice of 
Jehovuh, nor walked in his law, nor in his 
statutes, nor in his testimonies; therefore this 
misfortune has happened to you [as it is this 
day].

26 [your vows] them. Therefore hear ye the word 
of Jehovah, all Judah that dwell in the land of 
Egypt: Behold, I have sworn by my great name,

[named] in the mouth of any man of Judah,

27 Egypt. (Fop) behold, I am wakeful over them

I will give Pharaoh Hophra king of 
Egypt into the hand of his enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek his life, ns I gave Zede- 
kiah king of Judah into the hand of Nebuchad¬ 
rezzar king of Babylon, his enemy, and that 
sought his life.
